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Ex-De Niro’s 
boss jailed for 
man’s death

A NIGHTCLUB boss who pushed 
a man over, causing brain damage 
and a fractured skull which led to 
his death, was branded an “arrogant 
bully” by a judge who jailed him yes¬ 
terday for four years. 

Peter Crotty, 33, of Nimbus Way, 
Newmarket, appeared for sentencing 
at Ipswich Crown Court. 

Crotty was caught by CCTV “force¬ 
fully” pushing Adrian Williams out¬ 
side Aura nightclub, previously 
known as De Niro’s, on December 27. 

fudge David Goodin said his victim 
had been “amiable and inoffensive” 
and showed no signs of aggression. 

He added: “It was the act of an arro¬ 
gant bully prepared to resort to force 
on a whim and for absolutely no rea¬ 
son whatsoever.” 

Mr Williams, a 51-year-old farm 
worker from Soham, fell backwards 
and struck his head on the pavement. 

He suffered a fractured skull and 
brain damage and died 17 days later.

Shocked passers-by, including peo¬ 
ple on a coach which had stopped 
nearby, heard the sound of Mr Wil¬ 
liams’ head striking the pavement, 
said Godfried Duah, prosecuting. 

Crotty pushed Mr Williams in the 
chest and he fell backwards. Mr Duah 
said: “All of a sudden he is seen to 


shove the victim with both hands. It is 
clear that the victim had no chance of 
defending himself at all.” 

Following his arrest, Crotty claimed 
Mr Williams had spoken to him about 
an alleged debt and was drunk. Crot¬ 
ty also claimed that Mr Williams had 
visited his house earlier the same day. 

Mr Duah said that while Mr Wil¬ 
liams had been refused entry to the 
club, there was no truth that he was 
involved with collecting debts. 

As Mr Williams lay unconcious, 
Crotty immediately left. Door staff 
and passers-by went to Mr Williams’ 
aid and called for an ambulance. 

Andrew Shaw, mitigating, said 
Crotty had shown remorse and had 
written to Mr Williams’ family, many 
of whom packed the public gallery. 

The incident was brief but had 
“plainly tragic and unintended con¬ 
sequences”, Mr Shaw told the court. 

fudge Goodin said: “The death of 
Mr Williams at your hands has in¬ 
evitably devastated his parents and 
brother.”

Rage driver hit 
man in the face 


A VAN driver punched a 
man in the face, knocking 
out a false tooth, during a 
“road rage” incident. 

David Benson, 40, of 
Adastral Close in Newmar¬ 
ket, had denied causing ac¬ 
tual bodily harm on August 
8 last year but was found 
guilty by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Friday. 

During a trial, the court 
heard Benson had braked 
hard in front of a car being 
driven by Robert Castle be¬ 
tween Cambridge and New¬ 
market and again in Hamil¬ 
ton Road, Newmarket. 

Mr Castle told the court he 
stopped his car close to the

Rowley Mile racecourse and 
got out to see what was hap¬ 
pening and was punched in 
the face by Benson. 

Mr Castle said he was sub¬ 
jected to a “flurry of blows”, 
falling to his knees and twice 
being kicked. The jury heard 
Mr Castle suffered cuts to 
his ear and lip, a false tooth 
was knocked out and his 
glasses were broken. 

Greg Unwin, prosecuting, 
said a witness had seen Ben¬ 
son kick Mr Castle two or 
three times while he was on 
his knees. 


Benson claimed he had 
been acting in self-defence 
when he struck Mr Castle 
who he said lunged at him, 
landed a punch and grabbed 
him by the throat. 

Benson said: “I was cling¬ 
ing on for dear life because 
I felt he was going to attack 
me.” 

Mr Castle had been driv¬ 
ing “like an idiot”, said Ben¬ 
son. He claimed he stopped 
his van to tell him what he 
thought of him. 

Benson said he had tried 
to restrain Mr Castle against 
the car. 

Benson will be sentenced 
in early July.

AN inquiry into plans for 
400 new homes which oppo¬ 
nents fear could “drive rac¬ 
ing out of Newmarket” came 
to an end on Friday. 

Closing speeaches were 
delivered by representatives 
for applicant Lord Derby 
the Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group which has spoken out 
against the development, 
and Forest Heath District 
Council, which approved 
the plans last July before the 
scheme was ‘called in’ by the 
Secretary of State. 

The Horsemen’s Group 
again reiterated its con¬ 
cerns about the rise in traf¬ 
fic which could be created 
by the development and the 
implict danger for the thor¬ 
oughbred horses and riders 
which process through the 
town each day. 

David Elvin said: “No oth¬ 
er town in the UK, or even 
Europe, has such a role, such 
connections or such charac¬ 
ter. 

“No other town has thor¬ 
oughbred horses crossing 
through its centre on a dai¬ 
ly basis of such value and 
in such numbers or horse 
crossings that are probably 
the busiest in the UK if not 
in Europe. 

“Given its importance, it is 
neither sensible nor appro¬ 
priate to wait for harm to oc¬ 
cur, and the recent successes 
of the horse racing industry 
(HRI) is not the guarantee 
of resilience assumed by the 
applicant.” 

However, Christopher 
Boyle for Lord Derby said: 
“The HRI is a thriving suc-

cess story, even through 
the recent global recession; 
Newmarket is the pre-em¬ 
inent location for training 
and breeding flat race horses 
in the UK, Europe and argu¬ 
ably the world.” 

But the NHG maintained 
that just because of the facil¬ 
ities, there was no guarantee 
the industry would stay. 

Mr Elvin added: “While its 
success in the last 30 to 40

years is undeniable, it is not 
invulnerable...” 

Over the course of the 
evidence, the inquiry heard 
the horse crossing on Rayes 
Lane was unsafe for use 
and Mr Elvin described it as 
“highly unsatisfactory”. 

He said that this cross¬ 
ing was dangerous both in a 
sense of physical safety but 
also of the “high economic 
value” of the thoroughbreds 
being ridden. 

However, Mr Boyle said 


incidents seen were not out 
of the ordinary and not as a 
result of traffic increases. 

He said: “What we see is 
horses behaving as horses 
do - and can be seen to be¬ 
have all over Newmarket 
- and were recognised to 
behave by the Inspector and 
the Secretary of State when 
finding 1,200 units accept¬ 
able in this regard. 

“The existence of ‘inci¬ 
dents’ at Rayes Lane is not 
in dispute, but as recorded 
at the last inquiry, incidents 
occur all over Newmarket. 
All over Newmarket horses 
react adversely; yet no mat¬ 
ter how wide or how far back 
one looks, accidents are 
numbered on the fingers of 
one hand.” 

The Hatchfield Farm team 
highlighted Newmarket as 
“unarguably the most sus¬ 
tainable settlement for addi¬ 
tional housing growth”, with 
the Hatchfield Farm land 
being the only “significant” 
area that is not affected by 
horse racing policies. 

“Whether or not there is 
a five-year land supply, the 
provision of housing, with 
its full 30 per cent contribu¬ 
tion of affordable housing, in 
this sustainable location, is a 
matter that attracts signifi¬ 
cant positive weight,” said 
Mr Boyle. 

They said the scheme 
would inject £45.6 million 
of private sector investment 
into Newmarket, creating 51 
jobs directly and 77 jobs in¬ 
directly. 

A decision could take up to 
six months.

Sadly the cancer returned to 
her brain in December 2014 
and we were given the news 
that it would be terminal. 

“I didn’t tell Charlie how ill 
she was until she died. But 
she knew that she had can¬ 
cer and she said that she’d 
like to do something to raise 
some money.” 

That idea became a real¬ 
ity after the family lost Te¬ 
resa, 39, earlier this year and 
the Central Line walk was 
launched. 

Lani said: “After Teresa 
died, it made Charlie all 
the more determined to do 
something to help other 
people. 

“She had already decided 



she would like to do some¬ 
thing to raise money for 
Cancer Research and she 
was all the more determined 
to help others suffering this 
awful disease and to spare 
others of the heartbreak she, 
our family, T’s fiance and 
all her friends have been 
through.” 

Lani, Charlie, and Char¬ 
lie’s aunt Teri will be taking 
on the 21-mile walk around 
London on May 24-25. 

They started their fund¬ 
raising efforts with a goal of 
£800 - but already that total 


has rocketed to £1,860. 

Lani added: “It’s more 
than double what we were 
hoping for and Charlie is so 
pleased. Now we are hoping 
to get to £2,000.” 

Newmarket insurance firm 
Hastings Direct, based in 
Oaks Business Park, donated 
£200 to the family’s charity 
efforts. Staff also held a dress 
down day to raise another 
£120 for the walk.

1,900 claim tax 
cuts for new jobs 

ALMOST 2,000 businesses in West Suffolk 
have benefitted from a government scheme 
to create new jobs and hire staff, the Con¬ 
servatives claim. 

The party said a total of 1,900 firms across 
the region have taken advantage of the Em¬ 
ployment Allowance since it was introduced 
a year ago.

A word of warning 

MY wife and I have been residents 
of Exning for a quarter of a century. 
Before moving to Exning, we lived 
in Burwell. We left Burwell because 
in the years we'd lived there the 
number of houses being built 
increased significantly, and to us the 
village lost a great deal of its original 
character and friendliness. 

The main reason we moved to 
Exning was because of its narrow 
and congested roads, it was 
inconceivable for such a village 
to accommodate the significant 
housing developments that Burwell 
was. How very wrong we were. 

Arable land to the south of 
Burwell Road, in Exning, that 
was originally marked as being 
both green belt and outside the 
village boundary was inexplicably 
granted planning permission. The 
developers will shortly start to 
build 120 hitherto unneeded new 
dwellings. 

Historically Exning has been 
expanding at the rate of about 10 
new properties per year. 

The residents of Exning signed a 
petition against proposed large scale 
developments: there were over 900 
signatures, i.e., nearly the entire 
village signed, also over 300 letters 
of objection were submitted. 

To everyone's amazement, none of 
this made a jot of difference. 

We feel the main reason that Exning 
is now having to endure such a 
disproportionate development is 
largely due to the Jockey Club's 
childish stance against a relatively 
small proportion of houses being 
built where they are actually 
needed, i.e., in Newmarket!

Teen rider, 17, 
killed in crash 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a 17-year-old student at 
the British Racing School in 
Newmarket who was killed 
in a car crash in Surrey. 

Charlotte Lajoie, 17, was 
a passenger in a grey Seat 
Ibiza which was involved in 
a collision with a silver Ford 
Fiesta. 

The crash happened on 
the A24 near Capel at around 
10pm last Sunday. 

Charlotte was a pupil at 
the British Racing School in 
Newmarket, completing a 
four-month programme on 
April 13. 

She had recently been ac¬ 
cepted to take on an appren¬ 
ticeship in Racehorse Care. 

Grant Harris, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the British Racing 
School, paid tribute to the 
talented rider. 

He said: “Charlotte was a 
bright, enthusiastic, model 
student. 

“In the short time she was 
with us, her riding improved

beyond recognition and she 
had started working in her 
dream job. 

“This is an absolute trage¬ 
dy. Our sympathies are with 
her family and the close- 
knit racing community in 
Epsom.” 

She was previously a pu¬ 
pil at The Priory School in 
Dorking. 

The school’s assistant 
headteacher Phil Harrison 
described Charlotte as 
“a lovely student who 
was popular with 
both staff and stu¬ 
dents and always 
tried her best.” 

The school’s sixth 
form also opened 
an area yesterday for 
friends of the popu¬ 
lar teenager to “pay 
their respectss”, they 
said, while a local church set 
up a book of condolences 
and a space to pray or light a 


candle to remember her. 

Tributes were also paid to 
Chralotte on Twitter. 

Jade Crane said: “RIP 
Charlotte, such a fantastic 
young rider. Always be a 
great friend of mine. 

“Forever loved and dearly 
missed.” 

Another 17-year-old girl 
from Epsom, who was also 
a passenger in the Seat, was 
taken to hospital with life- 
threatening injuries follow¬ 
ing the crash.

Planefinder.net said that the 
plane had send out a “squawk 
7700”, which means emergency, 
during the flight. 

The plane is used to refuel jets 
while they are mid flight and is 
able to carry up to 31,000 gallons 
of fuel. 

The spokesperson added: 
“Safety is paramount to the suc¬ 
cess of our mission. The Air 
Force’s stringent safety standards 


help ensure the well-being of our 
people and the communities we 
interact with.” 

The incident was reported 
widely in the national press which 
prompted some backlash from 
posters on RAF Mildenhall’s Face- 
book page. 

One said this was just a “very 
minor in flight emergency”. 

Another added: “What made 
this IFE any different than the 
others that occurs on a daily ba¬ 
sis?” 

But many were also relieved 
after reading reports of the in¬ 
cident, with one person saying: 
“Thank God! I read the British 
news article and my heart sank. 
Stay safe guys!”

by hundreds of pensioners 
every year, giving them a 
chance to have a relatively 
cheap day out. 

“When the Australian 
company took over Whip¬ 
pet recently, it promised 
things would be good, 
and that there’d be 
new buses, and new 
routes. 

“But in fact one 
of the first things it 
has done is to scrap 
services that were 
popular with a lot of 
older people.” 

Another 76-year-old 
passenger, who did not 
want to be named, told the 
News : “I’ve used it about a 
dozen times, and only one 
of the buses I went on was a 
bit short on people. 


“I think it’s a real shame.” 

The coastal runs took 
place every Sunday through¬ 
out the year, and more fre¬ 
quently during the summer. 

Matthew Wooll, commer¬ 
cial manager for Whippet, 
said the firm regretted hav¬ 
ing to halt the buses, but 
running them was not 
economically viable. 
He said: “The 
problem is that 
the service was a 
scheduled one, 
picking up at 
several locations, 
and because it 
was scheduled, it 
had to run regard¬ 
less of the weather. If 
the weather turned out 
to be bad, passengers just 
wouldn’t turn up. 

“We’re sorry we have had 
to take this step, but it wasn’t 
something we could avoid.”

It would be rather strange to 
not have the author's colourful 
illustrations of a bright orange 
tiger sipping tea, etched into your 
memories - whether you read it to 
your children, or you remember it 
being read to you before bedtime 
aged 5. 

The book, first published in 1968,

Moore the merrier 
at Guineas double

RYAN Moore was the toast of Newmarket at the 
weekend as he landed a QIPCO 2000 and 1000 
Guineas double on the Rowley Mile. 

The Newmarket-based jockey was in superb 
form as he guided Gleneagles to the colts Classic on 
Saturday and followed it up by partnering Legatissimo 
to the fillies’ version on Sunday. 

The victory aboard Aidan O’Brien-trained 
Gleneagles - which gave the handler a record- 
equalling seventh win in the race - was Moore’s first 
triumph in the 2000 Guineas. 

“He felt great and he travelled very comfortably 
throughout,” said Moore. 

“They were not actually fast enough to lead him 
for long enough. He is just a horse with a lot of 
talent and there is plenty to come. 

“He never felt at any stage that he was going to be 
in any difficulty. When it opened up the race was 
falling apart in front of me and there was nothing 
there to lead me, but he is all class and he proved it.” 

O’Brien suggested that the Irish 2000 Guineas 
and the St James’s Palace Stakes could be next on 
the agenda for Gleneagles. 

And in the QIPCO 1000 Guineas, it was almost an 
identical ride from Moore on the David Wachman- 
trained Legatissimo, timing his move to perfection 
- after being last at halfway - to beat the Jim Bolger- 
trained Lucida. 

“Once we were getting the room I was confident of 
picking them up, as she travelled very well,” said Moore. 

“She saw it out in really good style as she is a 
good, tough, hardy filly. 

“I am lucky to have picked up two good rides. I was a 
bit gutted when Found (who was taken out of the race 
on Friday) was not running as she is an exceptional 
filly and I was looking forward to riding her, but it has 
worked out well as I found another great one.” 

There were some impressive performances across 
the two days from Newmarket-trained horses. 

Andrea Atzeni produced a super ride to help 
Second Step reel in 13-8 on favourite Telescope in 
the Group Two Dunaden at Overbury Jockey Club 
Stakes on Saturday. 

“Andrea gave him a super ride,” said trainer Luca 
Cumani. “On a scale of one to 10, it was easily a 10.” 

Sir Michael Stoute’s Bragging produced an upset 
to win the Group Two Charm Spirit Dahlia Stakes, 


upsetting Andre Fabre-trained favourite Fintry. 

“She got the trip well and she has a lot of scope,” 
said Stoute. “She has a very good mind. 

“She doesn’t look as though she will want to be 
going any less than that trip. 

“I will have to have a rethink, as we did have her in 
the Duke of Cambridge and I was thinking along those 
lines. 

“This was the starting point, but she probably 
wants more than a mile now.” 

John Gosden will weigh up his options before decid¬ 
ing on whether to send Jazzi Top to the Investec Oaks. 

She won the Tweenhills Stallions Pretty Polly Stakes 
by a length-and-a-half, from favourite Zannda, 
staying on well over the mile-and-two-furlong race. 


But trainer Gosden said: “She has a good pedigree 
and this looks like her perfect trip right now. 

“Let’s just leave all the options open. It was a good 
quality race and my filly quickens well. 

“Her half-sister, Izzy Top, was third in the Oaks 
(2011), so we’ll have to go away and have a think.” 

Amaze Me was third, at 66-1, for trainer Nick 
Littmoden and he is considering stepping the filly 
up to Group company after her display. 

“You never normally get a weak Pretty Polly and I 
would imagine that the first four would all be up to 
Group class,” said the Newmarket handler. 

“The Musidora is the race that now springs to 
mind for her and that is most likely to be her next 
aim.” 


Sprinters 
head to 
Haydock 

ROBERT Cowell will 
send Goldream and 
Kingsgate Native to 
the Temple Stakes 
at Haydock after 
their impressive 
performances 
on Newmarket 
Racecoures' Rowley 
Mile at the Guineas 
Festival. 

Goldream won the 
Group Three Pearl 
Bloodstock Palace 
House Stakes by 
one-and-a-quarter 
lengths, while 10-year- 
old Kingsgate Native 
finished the five- 
furlong race strongly to 
earn third. Justice Day 
was second. 

And the Bottisham 
Heath Stud handler 
was delighted with 
both of his charges. 

"They will both go to 
Haydock/' said Cowell. 
"Kingsgate Native has 
run an absolute cracker 
for a 10-year-old. 

"I always thought 
Goldream was capable 
of moving up to this 
level, and his work has 
been out of the top 
drawer this year. 

"We have entered 
him in the Kings 
Stand (Stakes, at Royal 
Ascot) so Goldream 
will be going there, 
providing he runs well 
at Haydock. 

"He has the 
credentials to be a top 
sprinter this year."
